On the im,of this month Secre- 
tary Dodds wrote Congressman Fields 
for a quantity of garden seed to be 
distributed from the Chamber of Com- 
merce to the War (Jarilncrs. 

Yec.terday morning lie received n 
reply which states, "I have your fa- 
vor of the 12th Instant, requesting a 
supply of vegeUhle and nower seed 
for distribution through your dfflce, 
and regret to have to inform you that 
the outlook for same is not at this 
time cncournglni,'. Here-to-l'ore we 
have receolved an alloliin iit <ir .Kl.doo 
packages of veneliible seed for each 
("ongresslonal Disnid, and It has 
been my custom to frank out through 
the mail in individual packages two- 
thirds of my allotment, for which 1 
addressed and desposlted my franks 

In the fall or early winter. We were 
advised a few weeks a^o. wliloii was 
long after my franks had lieeii ad- 
dressed, that tlic allotment for eacli 
Congressional Dlslriel would neces- 
sarily havo to be reduced 33 1-3 per 
cent becauae of the scarcity of seed as 
well as the , taicreased cost of pro- 
duction. I, therefore, found myself 
unable to take care of any orders for 
seed In bulk unless 1 could secure an 
additional suiiply from snnie other 
member by exchan;;inK public docu- 
ments or some other Government 
property to be distributed through 
Congressional offices, which I have 
been unable to do up to this time. 

I will place your letter In my spe- 
cial flies and if I am fortunate eno«'4ii 
to secure an additional supply of seed 
befori- llie iilantinq season is over, it 
will, I assure you, be a pleasure to 
me to favor you with a liberal supply.

I.,ondon, .March 21— Two enemy de- 
stroyers and two enemy torpedo 
boats liavc been sunk by . a force of 
five British and French destroyer>>. 
the Admiralty announces. One Brit- 
ish destroyer waa damaged. The en- 
gagement occurred off Dunkirk this 
morning. The British oaualtles were 
slight. There were no French oas 
ualtles. The announcement follows: 

"Vice Admiral Doner reports that 
an action occurred off Dunkirk be- 
tween 4 and 6 o'clock this morning. 
Two British and three French de- 
stroyera were engaged wiUi a force 
of German deatroyera which had pre- 
viously bombarded Dunkirk for ten 
minutes. Two enemy destroyers and 
two enemy torpedo boats are believed 
to have been sunk. Survivors have 
been picked up from two enemy tor- 
pedo boata. 

"No Allied vessels were sunk. One 
British destroyers waa damaged, but 
reached harbor. The British oaaual- 
tles were slight. There were no 
French casualties."
